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CBC Boss Denies 



John D. Pressure 


OTTAWA <CP)—Acting CBC president E. L. 
Bushnell Tuesday denied—after some hesitation— 
that an emissary of Prime Minister Diefenbaker had 
ordered cancellation of the controversial Preview 
Commentsry radio program. 

He denied promptly and flatly, before the Com¬ 
mons broadcasting committee, that Mr. Diefenbaker 
had spoken to him about the program. 

But he hedged when Liberal J. W. Pickersgill 
asked whether anyone “purporting to speak for the 
prime minister" had spoken to him. 


Finally he gave a hesitant “no** when Mr. 
Pickersgill. MP for Bonavlsta - Twillingate, asked 
whether Mr. Bushnell had been spoken to by "any¬ 
one who represented himself to you as speaking 
for the prime minister.” 

The testimony of Mr. Bushnell climaxed a day¬ 
long committee inquiry into allegations of political 
influence in the decision to cancel the morning 
program of comment on parliamentary' news. Last 
week, in the face of resignations from 37 top CBC 


employees, the corporation’s board of directors 
reinstated the program. 

Before Mr. Bushnell took the stand, the com¬ 
mittee hearing was startled by evidence of H. G. 
Walker, CBC Ontario director, and diaries Jen¬ 
nings, CBC controller of broadcasting 

TTiey said they heard Mr. Bushnell say that 
both he and CBC president J. Alphonse Ouimet 
might be removed if the program were not 
cancelled. 

Mr. Walker also said he was told June 17 by 


Mr. Jennings that the heads of Revenue Minister 
Nowlan and Mr. Bushnell would "roll” if the pro¬ 
gram did not go. Mr. Nowlan is the minister who 
reports to Parliament for the publicly - owned 
corporation. 

Mr. Jennings said Mr. Bushnell told him June 
11 that both Mr. Ouimet and Mr. Bushnell would 
lose their jobs "and that the position of the minister 
(Mr. Nowlan) would be in jeopardy" if the program 
was not ended. *

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NANAIMO — Bodies of 
an elderly couple killed by 
multiple stab wounds were 
found in a South Welling¬ 
ton home at 7.30 last night, 
starting Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police on a man¬ 
hunt in which the killer has 
apparently had a four or 
five-day head start. 

The couple were identi¬ 
fied toy neighbor* an Mr. 
and Mr*. Andrew KoMynuk, 
of Old Inland Highway. 

Police estimated that the 
man had been dead for 72 
hours and that wife had 
been dead for only '48 hQur*. 
But they feel that the pair had 
been stabbed on Friday. 

The grisly *<*ene was dis¬ 
covered by two neighbors, 
Mrs. Lena Maughan and Mrs. 
Evelyn G u e u 1 e 11 e, who 
dropped In to visit Mrs. Kosty-

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The Crown was granted 
a stay of proceedings yes¬ 
terday of bribery charges 
Involving Robert Sommers, 
former British Columbia 
lands and forests minister, 
and others. 

Prosecutor E. J. C. Stewart 
notified assize court officials 
that Attorney-General Robert 
Bonner has ordered a stay on 
the charges on which the Jury 
disagreed during the six-month 
trial in November and at 
which Sommers and H. W. 
Gray were convicted of bribery’ 
and conspiracy. 

Sommers and Gray now art 
serving sentences totalling 
five years. 

JURY DISAGREED — 

The jury disagreed on five 
counts against Charles D. 
Schultz and C. D. Schultz Co.; 
two counts against John Gray. 
Wilson Gray’s brother; one 
count each against Pacific 
Coast Services Ltd.. Evergreen 
Lumber Sales Ltd., and B.C. 
Forest Products Ltd., and two 
counts each against Sommers 
and Wilson Gray.

Dominion Day 


N INETY-TWO years after the 
realization of Confederation, 
Canada U celebrating today another 
anniversary of the great union which 
haa brought this country to the fore* 
front as a self-governing Dominion. 
The growth of full autonomy came 
slowly, widening precedent by pre¬ 
cedent while preserving Common¬ 
wealth tie* which give significance 
to our place In the world. It is a solid 
union of the ten Province* now, beset 
by growing pains but undeterred in 
any fashion In the common vision of 
a bright future. 

Dominion Day is a time for Cana¬ 
dians everywhere to remember these 
roots and their heritage. It is a 
singularly rich and diversified natural 
setting which gives to Canada its 
vast potential among the nations of 
* the western hemisphere. Two world 
conflicts have only cemented the 
individual characteristics and diversi¬ 
ties of its citizens in an unfolding 
consciousness of nationhood. It is 
when the Canadian travels abroad 
that he understands the unity that 
has taken place at home so quietly 
and steadily during the years. He is 
treated as the representative of a 
nation that is new In time, virgin in 
opportunity and Intent on the work 
it has to do within its own broad 


acres. Canada is a respected land. 

Facing the vision of union 92 
year* ago, the Fathers of Confedera¬ 
tion took their courage in their hands 
and went ahead. Their "ifs,” and 
there were many of them, have been 
resolved by time and applied energy. 
Within the limit* of that period and 
it* own resources, this country ha* 
developed well. The great spurt of 
the last decade is still under con¬ 
solidation, and the next advance 
whenever it come* will be another 
clean stride towards that which is 
realizable in our future. Nobody 
knowing the facts would sell Canada 
"short.” 

When all has been said, however, 
it is the surh of a people which makes 
the nation. To prepare for life, to 
work at what one knows best, to 
pioneer and to persist, these are the 
elements that have gone into genera¬ 
tions of Canadians on their way up. 
Today, under the impetus of new 
blood and new skills, the same amal¬ 
gam is operating; physical growlh is 
attended by individual grow-th, and 
that is the way that it should be. As 
Canada’s birthday is celebrated 
across the nation today there will be 
gratitude for these manifold bless¬ 
ings and unshakable faith in the 
future. A* the Indians painted on the 
rocks long ago: "This is a good land.” 


No Place in Court 


L AWYERS at a panel discussion in 
Nanaimo answered in the nega¬ 
tive a question on the introduction 
of television to courtroom trials. 
There has been no move in this direc¬ 
tion so the question was academic. 
The viewpoint of B.C. bar members 
was sound, however, and one trusts 
it is noted by authorities In the right 
place. A TV camera has no place in 
the halls of jurisprudence. 

Television tends to poke its lens 
Into most corners of society these 
days. Much of this is enlightening 
and quite laudable; it is part of the 
CBC service for Instance that Cana¬ 
dians should be shown facets of 
Canadian life that are not common¬ 
place to all. The awareness of the 
nftion is strengthened by a greater 
anpredation of what goes on. and 
the TV camera can reveal many 
interesting things. 

There are Of course limits to the 
Indulgence to be afforded TV crews 
and producers. The courtroom door 
is one of them. Far from improving 


the administration of justice—which 
was the form of the question put 

to the Nanaimo panelists—television 
would introduce an undesirable ele¬ 
ment. If there is one place where 
orderliness and even austerity should 
be the rule it is during a trial. It is 
in fact one of the chief virtues of our 
system of jurisprudence that the 
atmosphere of our courtrooms should 
be such as to ensure calm deliberatidn 
and strict devotion to the matter in 
hand. 

A TV camera would destroy thi* # 
immediately. Television is primarily* 
a show, and wherever the camera is 
It dominates the scene. Arrangements 
and procedures often have to he 
amended merely to suit TV con¬ 
venience. In addition i| induces those 
under the camera eye\o "perform.” 
and such falsity of behavior would 
be inimical to the administration of 
justice. A case in court is not on dis¬ 
play. and one trust* it never will be; 
for it would be an outside influence 
affecting the impartial quality of the 
law. 


The Bonus Gesture 


TMSTRIBtrriON of $1,500,000 in 
$5 to $25 bonuses to old-age 
pensioners^ heads of families and 
others on social assistance as a ges¬ 
ture to mark the occasion of the 
royal visit, announced by Premier 
Bennett yesterday, apparently I* to 
be the act of the Social Credit admin¬ 
istration on its own authority. This 
Christmas - in - July gift presumably 
originated in the government’s mind 
after the Legislature rose, so that 
there is no voted appropriation for 
its payment. There i* no question 
that 72,000 recipients of pension and 
social welfare help In B.C. will wel¬ 
come the small but unexpected wind¬ 
fall; which Premier Bennett says is 
not political as there i* to be no 
general election in tho- province this 
year. 

Tbken In conjunction with the 


home-owners’ grant of $28 of earlier 
application, the royal visit bonus is 
the second special disbursement that 
the Social Credit administration has 
arranged out of public funds without 
change in the current rate of taxa¬ 
tion. Meanwhile, however, the pro¬ 
vincial treasury is collecting the full 
five per cent sales tax, initiated to 
cover the full cost* of hospital Insur¬ 
ance on which B.C. now only pays 
half. So there is no question that the 
Province will have the money to 
make the disbursement without 
strain. On the other hand tax collec¬ 
tions bear on the whole province, 
while special handouts do not return 
to the same hands. It Is on this aspect 
of the subject that the government 
may have some difficulty with the 
Legislature, when the new' bonus is 
reported.

Hugh Galtakell 
and Aneurtn Bevan. are quick to agree 
with it* critics that Gen. de Gaulle prob¬ 
ably will not be swayed in his determina¬ 
tion to give France a nuclear weapon 
by a British decision to renounce It. 

Be van* reply is to point to the 
dangers arising from an increase in the 
number of nuclear power*, the growing 
atmospheric pollution of their test* and 
U* mounting possibility of atomic war.

The force of the argument cannot be 
entirely nullified by the knowledge of the 
split within the British Labor party over 
nuclear disarmament that preceded tHd 
unveiling of its new policy. 


Short of the diataht prospect of an 
over all international agreement, no plan* 
currently exist to prevent the acquisition 
of nuclear weapon* by any power with 
the will* the financial resources and the 
scientific knowledge to produce them. 

Implicit in Labor’s plan is the 
acknowledgment of the H-bomb’s deter¬ 
rent value. But It la accompanied by the 
implication that its possession by tha 
United States and Russie is deterrence 
epough.

.Once renounced, the bomb can not 
easily be unrenounced. Labor's new 
policy seeks some assurance that the 
Map will not be taken without reciprocal 
banefita.

Censorship by the Post Office 


F ROM time immemorial office 
n holder* have qet themselves up 
av guardian* of public morality. In 
ancient Greece So¬ 
crates. perhaps the 
greatest of all phtl- 
ofophers. was 
charged with cor¬ 
rupting the morals 
of the youth of 
Athena and put to 
death. 

In barring from 
the mails the unex¬ 
purgated edition of the novel, "Lady 
Chatterley’s Lover," UJ5. Postmaster- 
General Arthur E. Summerfield haa 
put himself in the role of public arbi¬ 
ter over private morality. Quite 
aside from the merits or demerits of 
the case, the reasons are not hard to 
find.

Summerfield,.who with Ezra Taft 
Benson is the only holdover from the 
original Eisenhower team, i* a man 
of great moral earnestness. As post¬ 
master general he has become famil¬ 
iar w^th the flood of pornography 
sent through commercial channels 
Into every corner of the country. 

It was a shocking discovery, as 
It must be to every innocent citizen, 
to learn that big-businesa method* 
and techniques have been applied 
for profit to tha dissemination of 
artiut. Not alone to those who an¬ 
swer phony sounding advertisements 
but unsolicited in the mails this 
filth comes to young people whose 
name* are on mailing lists available 
for a price. 

Summerfield says the volume is 
up to perhaps a half billion dollars a 
year. He tella of one raid in New 
York City that netted 17 tons of 
pornography which was being mailed 
out by assembly line techniques. 


In a locked room adjoining hi* 
office the postmaster general ha* as¬ 
sembled a chamber of pornographic

horrors. It runs the gamut from 
the nudist magazines, published al¬ 
legedly in the interests of those seek¬ 
ing health through sun-bathing, to 
the vilest representations in photo¬ 
graphs and drawings. All the mater 
lats, including several pornographic 
motion-picture films, was taken from 
the mails in the drive to stop the 
traffic which for a few exploiters 
apparently brings in very high 
profits. 

Summerfield has shown a number 
of members of Congres* through hia „ 
chamber of horrors. Women mem¬ 
bers. he explains, are escorted by a 
woman postal attendant. Escorting 
the visitor around this display tha 
postmaster-general apeak* with un¬ 
disguised dismay and horror of the 
contribution he fears it is making to 
juvenile d elinq uency. Thousands of 
letter* come tiMtlm. he says, from 
parents whose adolescents have re¬ 
ceived *uch literature or come-ona 
urging them to write for It. 

The postoffice department haa had 
greater success recently In prosecut¬ 
ing the mass pornography peddlers. 
Formerly the prosecution could taka 
place only at the point at which the 
material waf mailed, the two chief 
centres being New York and I-oe 
Angeles. Today the accused can be 
tried at the point at which the mater¬ 
ial is received and where the damage 
1* done. 


Those who criticize Summerfield 
ia the case of Lady Chatterley are 
fearful that In hla zeal he will blur 
the line between pornography and art 
and literature and open the way to 
w ide suppression of work that should 
not he branded by the renaor. Ha 
himself hA no doubts of the right¬ 
ness of hi* artion. In hia desk he 
keeps a marked copy of Lady (ritat- 
terley and he points to the explicit

When it was first published in Its uiv 
expurgated form It was banned in 
England and in other countries. Cri¬ 
tics have found it turgid and self- 
conscious. and the book would protr 
ably have been forgotten If it had not 
been for the love scenes between 
Lady Chatterley and her husband's 
game keeper. 


Nevertheless It is the work of a 
widely recognized genius who exer¬ 
cised considerable influence on hit 
time. Without the publicity result¬ 
ing from the action barring the book 
from the mails the new edition might 
have been all but ignored. The post¬ 
master general says the publisher 
Invited the action, which raises a 
question as to why he responded to 
the invitation and gave the book such 
wide publicity. 

The drive to stop commercialized 
smut la all important. But if It 
spill* over ioto the area of literature, 
and Tmfortunately legitimate publish¬ 
er* often use dubious lure*, it can da 
great harm.

Dominion Day is a very special 
date in the gardener'* calendar not 
because of ita political significance, 
but because, in a well managed 
garden, it mark* the end of cropping 
for rhubarb and asparagus. From 
here on in. these plant* should be al¬ 
lowed to develop and retain all their 
topgrowth. so they can recharge their 
batteries for next spring s harvest. 

A virile and healthy asparagus 
plant will send up as many as 40 stalks 
of tender, tasty asparagus in the 
course of one growing season and. in 
order to produce in vuch a prodigal 
fashion, it is served by upward of 80 
fleshy roots. These forage around to 
an amazing distance from the centre, 
of the plant 15 feet is not unknown. 


and served on toast with drawn but¬ 
ter sauce. 

The roots tty again and again to 
push a plant up. but each tint* its 
effort* are frustrated. Eventually 
there comes a time when the root* 
become thin and weak for want of one 
of the essentials of life,- the element 
carbon. 


get at its supply of carbon to rechargw 
its root* for next year's growth, for 
it is only the above-ground portion of 
the plant which has the ability to ex¬ 
tract carbon from the atmosphere.^ 

This is why the rutting of aspai> 
agus should stop around Dominion 
Day. From now on. asparagus should 
become an out-of-season delicacy, ob¬ 
tained only from cans or from the 
home freezer, w hile the' plants are 
encouraged to build up their “fern." 
This dlicste tracery of foliage is a most 
efficient extractor of carbon and. with 
the help 6f the sun. will plump Up 
the roots for their work in 1960. 

* * ♦ ^ 

Don’t forget that asparagus has 
other pests and hazards besides the 
man with a knife. If the foliage is 
eaten by the asparagus beetle, in¬ 
fected by rust or knocked down by 
the wind, it can be just as disastrous 
to next year's crop as over cutting. 

Better get up some stakes or w ires 
to support the foliage and. when you. 
give the potatoes their protective spray 
against blight, give the asparagus a 
whiff at the same time. Potato dust or 
potato spray will do an excellent job 
of keeping asparagus free from bugs

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There is a “law of t^e minimum** 
governing plant growth. This means 
simply that the amount of growth a 
plant can make is United by the 
amount of any essential food element 
least present. If any one of these es 
sential nutrients is absent or in short 
supply, buckets of fertilizer containing 
the other food elements won't do a bit 
of good. In thise case, the limiting fac¬ 
tor is carbon. 

Our asparagus plant «nav have 
plenty of nitrogen and potash in the 
soil and plenty of hydrogen and 
oxygen in the soil water, but it will 
still starve without carbon and the 
only source of carbon available to the 
plant is the carbon dioxide ih the air.

Conversation Piece 


It's All a Monstrous Fraud 


"What's wrong with psychoanaly¬ 
sis?” 

This is one of the chapter titles in 
a little 85-cent paperback I picked up 
the other day "Uses and Abuse* of 
Psychology” by Dr. H. J. Eysenck 
(Penguin!. 

Dr. Eysenck, who is a distinguished 
British psychologist, has a simple 
answer to his question. Everything, 
he says, is wrong with psychoanalysis. 
It's utterly unscientific . unproven, 
valueless, and in general nothing but 
a travesty on modern psychological 
methods. Freud may have been a 
genius, but his contribution to science 
was zero. 

Having said so in much more 
polite terms, of course Dr. Eysenck 
proceeds to take psychoanalysis apart 
until there isn't a shred of it left. It 
Is non scientific It Is “to be Judged 
in terms of belief and faith”; it is like 
Christian Science; it resembles the 


practice* of the Jesuits; it has been 
disproved by experiments time and 
time again. In short, "psychoanalysis 
as a system claiming to afford a 
scientific view of human nature is 
dead.” 

But. you say. what about the hun- 
dreds and thousands of expensive 
analysts people go to? What about the 
famous cures, the rescues of hopeless 
neurotics, the glamorous, life restor¬ 
ing .10-dollar sessions on the couch? 

Nonsense, says Dr. Eysenck. He 
answer* all that with a stunning set 
of figures and facts. 

According to the psychoanalysts 
themselves, their patients recover at 
the rate of about 50 per cent. Add to 
that those who walk out on their 
analysts in the middle of the treat- 
ment and you may say that two out 
of three patients get well giving the 
analysts the benefit of doubt 

Now. says Dr. Eysenck, compare 


this with a large scale study of neu¬ 
rotic patients in American state 
mental hospitals, who didn’t get any 
psychotherapy at all Just custodial 
care. How many of those patients got 
well again? Precisely two out of thne 
J u *t «* many as the well-tod* 
alumni of the analysts' couches. 

Another similar study dealt with 
500 neurotics who were treated by 
their family doctors. The treatment 
consisted of sedatives, tonics, sugges¬ 
tion and reassurance, and no psvcho- 
therapy whatever. How many of 
those patients recovered? Yes you 
guessed it exactly two out of three. 

"It Is difficult.” says Dr. Eysenck 
in his precise academic fashion, "to 
interpret these results as supporting 
In any way the hypothesis that psvcho- 
therapy has a beneficial effect." 

Which means, in .plakf English, 
that the whole business of psycho 
analysis is a monstrous fraud.

It began 
to decline after the turn of 
the century, perhaps because 
more people had bathtubs in 
their own homes. 

The library was taken over 
by the city In 1905 and moved 
to the basement of the city 
hall. But only hooks, not baths, 
were available there.

The surgeons, working at 
Melbourne s Alfred Hospital, 
removed an eye cataract and 
gave an elderly man his sights 

They used chymotrypsjn. a 
digestive juice produced by 
the pancreas. 

Chymotrvpain dissolved the 
tissue which held th# lens of 
the eye In place. It did not 
affect any other part of the 
eye 

The surgeons made two tiny 
hole* at the edge of the 
colored iris end injected 
chymotrypein solution Into 
each. The chymotrypsin was 
Jeft in for about three minutes, 
and then washed out with 
saline solution; 

One surgeon then inserted a 
small suction instrument and 
drew the cataract out of an 
incision in the eyeball.

OTTAWA (CP)—Acting CBC president E L. 
Bush nr 11 Tuesday denied—after some hesitation— 
that an emissary of Prime Minister Diefenbaker had 
ordered cancellation of the controversial Preview 
Commentary radio program: 

He denied promptly and flatly, before the Com¬ 
mons broadcasting committee, that Mr. Diefenbaker 
had spoken to Kim about the program. 

But he hedged when Liberal J. W. Pickersgill 
asked whether anyone “purporting to speak for the 
prime minister*' had spoken to him. 


•Finally he. gave a hesitant “no” when Mr. 
Pickersgill, MP for Bona vista - Tu illingate. asked 
whether Mr. Bushnell had been spoken to by “any¬ 
one who represented himself to you as speaking 
for the prime minister.’* 

The testimony of Mr. Bushnell climaxed a day¬ 
long committee inquiry into allegations of political 
influence in the decision to cancel the morning 
program of comment on parliamentary news. Last 
week, in tha face of resignations from 37 top CBC 


employees, the corporation s board of directors 
reinstated the program. 

Before Mr. Bushnell took the stand, the com¬ 
mittee hearing was startled by evidence of H. G. - 
Walker. CBC Ontario director, and Charles Jen¬ 
nings, CBC controller of broadcasting. 

They said they heard Mr. Bushnell say that 
both he and CBC president J. Alphonse Ouknet 
might be removed if the program were not 
cancelled.
